These 
points need not be elucidated at length for 
our own experience and observation attest 
their truth. Butwhat we need, is athorough 
appreciation of the results on a large scale, 
when whole States are under the control of 
men who are doing nothing for improve- 
ment, and taking no measure for repairing 
the wastes which constant cropping pro- 
duce. 


We have called up this subject at the . 


present time, to offer some considerations as 
to the effect t.f slavery on ihe agricultural in- 
terests of the country, and the results which 
that system is working out where it has 
uad "ample. scope and verge." The more 
intelligent and discerning of the Souther- 
ners see how their section is falling behind 
the sterlie and rocky North and are begin- 
ning to cry t.ut to arrest public attention 
and the desolations now growing apace.— 
The census revealed to us the fact that large 
numbers of the people of the South had 
:eft for the free North West. And now 
emigration is draining off still larger num- 
bers. The cause of this is the deterioration 
if the landfijWhich have been exhausted under 
the exacting lash, of slavery. Virginia, with 
a soil as rich as any in the 'world, with nan- 
gable rivers opening the interior to the 
icean, where her products may find means 
of ready transportation to any portion of 
the habitable globe, with mineral treasures 
which but few countries are favored with, 
a climate between the extremes of heat 
nndcold, where labor is easily supported. 


irginia, with all thetc advantages, is fast 
jer^THng a d«»ert i where the stately mnnJ 
sion of the pl;nter once stood, the wild 
beast of the forest makes Ms lair. A few 
mouldering ruins here and there, attest that 
nnce a wave of 'civilized life rolled over the 
and ; it has passed away Jeaving melanchr_j> 
monuments behind. 
In the States further 


South, the process of degeneration is fast 
vearing away the lives of the States, and 
xhausting them of their prod' rive ener- 
"ies. Even now the comparatively young 
itates of Georgia. Florida and Albania, 
re showing signs of senility. 
Slavery has 


oisoned the soil and unnerved the arm of the 
aborer. With it, agriculture must die out, 
or there can be no such thing as prosperous 
husbandry, when the hand which holds the 
plough is 
manccled. 
The same cause 


which has reduced these States will continue 
,to operate so long as it is suffered to exist- 
the blight and mildew of slavery will not 
decrease as the system increases in age ; so 
that the future affords usno hope, unless we 
rid ourselves of the curse. 
Labor will con- 


tinue degraded and be used only at a loss 
so long is it is unrequited and extorted. 


Slavery therefore strikes at one of the 


elements of national prosperity and inde- 
pender ce, when it prostrates agriculture. — 
With the fall of the main pillar, the whole 
edifice of industry will fall and bury beneath 
the ruins the entire land. 
Argriculture is a 


vital interest and cannot be destroyed with- 
out the lasting and irreparable injury. With 
the incubus of Slavery removed, agriculture 
would revive, and with it would spring up 
all industrial pursuits. They would grow 
and expand, mutually strengthening the 
State. The entire force of public affairs 
would be changed. 


We should hardly know our own selves 


in the new and changed order of thing'.— 
Slavery is the great disturbing cause which 
is ever at work and ceaselessly throwing the 
whole machinery of industry and economy 
out of balance. 
Extirpated, the whole 


ould move with regularity, and there would 


Lie accomplished those results, which are 
legitimately to be expected to flow from the 
principles we profess to have made the cor- 
ier stones of our Republican government.

Woman's Bights. 


AVe have never been an upholder of th 


new ism of Woman's Rights, and have a 
ways looked with disgust on the many at 
tempt* which have from time to time bee 
made by a certain class of straight-neckei 
sour-visagcd masculine and iuutie female 
who are ever preaching the theory tha 
"wimmen" should hare the privilege 
wearing pantaloons and that men should b 
made to tend the babies and get the dinners 
but to a certain extent we think the Wo 
man's Rights movement ihould be sustained 
by all lovers of justice. 


We have before us a petition which was 


made by a large class of the citizens both 
male and female of Ohio to the General As 
sembly of that State. It states that-- 
" Whereas the women of ihe State of Ohio 
are disfranchised by the Constitution solely 
on account of their sex. 
We do respectful- 


ly demand for them the rights of suffrage— 
a right which involves all other rights 01 
citizenship—one that cannot justly be with- 
held ; as the lollowing admitted principles 
of government show, First, 'All men are 
born free and equal. Second. Government 
derives its just power from the consent of 
the governed. Third, Taxation and 
sentation are inseperable. 


We the undersigned therefore petition 


your honorable body to take the necessary 


fiteps for the revision of the Constitution, so 
that all citizens may enjoy equal political 
rights." The report by a Select Committee 
on this memorial strikes us as a just and im- 
partial one, it is quite lengthy or we should 
be inclined to publish it 
verbatim. 
It 


states that after due consideration the Com- 
mittee have-come to the conclusion that the 
prayer should be granted. 
It strikes us 


that petticoats would be rather out of place, 
(especially hooped ones) crowding into our 
dirty Engine houses to cast their votes or 
forcing themselves into dram shops, and oth 
er similar holes for electioneering purposes 
but maybe our prejudices have got the bet- 
ter of us and we shall live to repent of our 
folly, still we think that most women would 
prefer to leave the dirty work to us men if 
their property rights were only attended to 
and we are sure that it would lower the es- 
teem for our household idols if their situa- 
tion was made as unnatural and unfemmine 
as the rights of all political privileges would 
bestow. 


But we are equally certain that the pres- 


ent state in which woman's property is held 
in not only the State of Ohio but many o'h- 
ers shows a great want of justice or fore- 
thought in our legislators. 


We cite a case in explanation: "A wo- 


man who had a fortune of fifty thousand 
dollars, married. 
All this by the present 


law went absolutely to her husband. 
In a 


year he died, leaving a Will directing that 
the widow should have the proceeds of a cerr 
tainpart of this property as long as she 
remained 
unmarried. 
It she 
married 


again or at her death it should go to lii 
heirs. How different hi all these cases is 
the position in case of his wife. 
There is 


then no officious inter-meddling of the law 
in his domestic affairs. 
His house, sad and 


desolate though it be, is still safe and secure 
rom the feet of unbidden guests. 
He has 


all, everything, even his wifes bridal pres- 
ents are his. 
If the wife had lands in her 


own right and if they had ever had a living 
child, he has a life estate in the whole of it, 
not a beggarly third part. Such is the effect 
of mans government of woman without her 
consent, such the protection he affords her. 
If this matter cannot be impartially arrang- 
ed without suffrage for the women, which is 
the worst evil of the two ?
